The ultimate showdown between 
Fascism and Communism appeared 
nearer in Europe today as the non- 
intervention parley in London left 
representatives of the nations con- 


cerned in tempestuous mood, Fas- 
cists in Spain crushed the outposts 
to Madrid and an Italian Fascist 
was shot at Metz, France. 

In London Ambassador Dino 
Grandi heatedly replied to Russia's 
¢harge of Italian assistance for 
Spanish rebels with a counter charge 
of Soviet assistance for the Madrid 
government. He gave the names of 
three Russian vessels which he said 
unloaded ammunition, guns and food 
at Spanish ports. 

The delegate of Portugal quit the 
conference. 

Paris rushed more police to Al- 
sace-Lorraine after the shooting in 
fear of a clash between Socialists 
and Rightists. 

Spanish rebels predicted the fall 
of Madrid within a week and red 
Lovalists were inclined to agree 
with them but looked hopefully 
toward Moscow for aid.

Just consider what this meant. It 
meant making a special virtue of 
spending for spending’s sake: It 
meant saying to some eight hundred 
thousand government employes: 
“Dont watch out for the resources of 
the government. Get rid of them as

What has been the result of this | 
policy? In the three and one-third | 
years ending June 80 last, the fed-| 
eral government spent more than’! 
twenty-five billion dollars. This was_ 
more than all of the presidents of 
the United States from George 
Washington to Woodrow Wilson 
spent in 124 years. 

And what excuse does the Presi- 
dent give for spending more than 
all the presidents from Washington | 
to Wilstn? For ignoring his prom-) 
ises made at Pittsburgh four years) 
ago—or perhaps we should say twen- | 
ty-five billion dollars ago? Speaking 
last week at Pittsburgh he said: 
“We had to balance the budget of) 
the American people before we could | 
balance the budget of the national | 
government?” And then he added: | 
“That makes common sense, doesn’t | 
it?’ This is a mighty melodious | 
phrase, but with 11,000,000 unem- | 
ploved, with almost 20,000,000 peo- 
ple on the relief rolls, with the banks | 
stuffed with government bonds, with | 
the government spending double its) 


end to this spending of relief funds 
for other purposes. There will be no 
more wholesale waste and extrava- 
gance. And there will be efficient 
administration of our public affairs. 
That is how the budget can be bal- 
anced—how it can be balanced with- 
out reducing by a single dollar the 


necessary payments to those actually 
in need. 

The federal government has become 
a vast sieve through which taxpay- 
ers’ money is being poured in con- 
stantly increasing volume. 

Never in the history of government 
has there been such profligate spend- 
ing. Anyone at all familiar with 
what has been going on could almost 
count on the fingers of one hand fool- 
ish experiments the government could 
cut out and save at least a billion 
dollars any time it wanted to. 

What can ultimately be accom- 
plished in the way of reduction it is 
impossible to determine, since detail- 
ed figures are not available, and fu- 
ture commitments are unrevealed. 

But I mean to balance the budget. 
And I am not going to take four 
years to do it. With a reduction in 
government expenditures, I am con- 
vinced there will be such a rebirth 
of confidence that we will have a real 
recovery~the kind of recovery that 
means re-employment. That, in turn, 
will not only reduce expenditures fur- 
ther, but will expand government in- 
come. 

If the family incomes of this coun- 
try are to be relieved from this in- 
tolerable burden—if the specter of in- 
flation and bankruptcy is to be set 
at rest, a change of administration 
is absolutely imperative.

In his last speech, the President | 
overlooked this record. That is not! 
surprising. At least it is no more sur- | 
prising than the method of bookkeep- | 
ing adopted by this administration. | 

For the first time in history—in 
war of in peace—in prosperity or in| 
dep-ession—the treasury of the United 
States is keeping two sets of books. | 

This is the kind of bookkeeping we | 
find when countries are faced with 
inflation or bankruptcy—when gov- | 
ernments can stay in power only by| 
deceiving the public. It is the kind of 
bookkeeping, for instance, from which | 
the French people’ suffered during 
the serious inflation ten years ago. || 

Under such a_ system, items are | 
transferred and retransferred, as they) 
are by this administration, without | 
rhyme or reason, from one set of) 
books to the other. No definite line | 
is drawn between ordinary expendi- | 
tures and so-called emergency expen- | 
ditures. No one, unless he is in the 
confidence of those who juggle the. 
figures, can determine accurately | 
what is going on. Of course, you can 
rely on the daily treasury statement | 
to present accurate figures. But with 
the present mystery of the two sets_ 
of books, the secrecy surrounding the 
two-billion-dollar stabilization fund, , 
and the juggling of revenue and ex-| 
penditure items, not even an expert | 
can obtain a clear picture of the 
exact condition of the United States 
treasury. 

But in spite of this system of | 
bookkeeping, in spite of all this jug-| 
gling of figures, there are certain | 
facts that it has been impossible for) 
this administration to hide. One of | 
these facts the vast increase in| 
the ordinary routine cost of our gov- | 
ernment.

The reasons for this are obvious: 
an administration which starts a 
policy of spending for spending’s sake 
dares not stop-it. An administration 
which creates a multitude of new 
offices, which embarks on all man- 
ner of new ventures, which spends 
money to keep itself in power, dares 
not risk the angry votes that would 
result from economy. 

Today, ous various governments, 
federal, state and local, are taking, 
through taxation, almost 20 per cent 
of the national income. One-fifth of 
the average income of every man, 
woman and child in this country 
goes to the cost of government—one 
dollar out of every five. 

This is altogether too much. But 
even this is not the whole story. In 
addition, they are spending enormous 


sums obtained by borrowing. When | 


this borrowing is added to what gov- 
ernme.it take: from us in taxes, we 
find it is spending 30 per cent of 
the national income, or a dollar and 
a half out of every five. 

In the matter of borrowing the fed- 
eral government is the outstanding 
offender. For every dollar the fed- 
eral government has received since 
March, 1983, it has spent two dol- 
lars. 

This is an appalling situation. It 
cannot be casually tossed aside—as 
the President attempted to do at 
Pittsburgh last week—with the ex- 
planation that the debts will be paid 
out of an increasing national income. 
When the government finances its 
costs by borrowing, it mortgages the 
future income of every family. And 
if our government is to remain hon- 
est its debt: have to be paid. And 
they have tc be paid, not out of some 
impersonal fund known as “national 
income,” but “in the sweat of every 
man that labors.” 

We cannot—we must not—place 
this burden upon our children. We 
must remember that they, too, may 
have emergencies. We must make it 
possible for them to live their lives 
without having to pay for the fi- 
nancial follies of their parents.

Every generation the necessary ac- 
tivities o. government increase. This 
is inevitable because of the increas- 
ing complexity of civilization. Un- 
less we watch carefully every penny 
we spend, unless we cut out every 
trace of waste and extravagance, 
these necessary activities are going to 
suffer.

Total member bank deposits’ of

Mutual savings bank deposits hit 
their record level of $10,105,000,000 
in December, 1931. The total of June 
30, this year was listed as $10,060,- 
000,000.

NET DEBT IS LOWER 

The fallacy of 
claim that an overpowering debt on 
the people of the country has re- 
sulted from the recovery and re-

Scarcely a week passes that such 
an accident is not reported, and 
those traversing the highways of 
the state can vouch for the fact 
that there are daily innumerable 
narrow escapes from serious acci- 
dents when motorists are often 
forced to drive their cars- off the 
paving to avoid hitting an animal. 

Some Georgia counties require 
that cattle and other farm animals 
be fenced in. Other counties, 
seemingly blind to the danger to 
life and property involved, permit 
such animals to wander at will. 

Every possible step should be 
taken to lessen the tragic toll of 
the highways and certainly the re- 
moval of livestock from the paved 
thoroughfares, involving no unrea- 
sonable hardship on the owners of 
the animals, should be assured by 
action either by the state govern- 
ment or by the counties.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON., 


WHALE SHOW WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—President Roosevelt’s cur- 

rent campaign trip is unique. No presidential can- 
didate ever made one like it. For one thing, it calls for more intensive 
travel than Mr. Hoover’s last desperate bid in 1932. But what is more 
Significant, the President felt that what he would say would not be 
sufficiently important to warrant arranging a national radio hook-up, ex- 
cept at two of the dozens of places he intended to stop. He made ad- 
vance broadcasting arrangements only for Omaha and Chicago. His 
itinerary called for stops of only an hour and a half in most of the large 
cities to be visited, and the usual overnight rests were omitted. 

Dopesters here ran around in circles when they heard about it. They 
could not make out whether the President had become desperate or 
whether he was just trying to tire himself into an illness by meaningless 
overexertion. 

Both guesses were low and outside. The trip is not a campaign 
swing at all, but an exhibition tour. The President’s associates were 
angry and dissatisfied with the way it finally developed. One of them 
remarked as the train pulled out of the station: 

“One thing is missing. We should have a flat car with a whale 
on it.” 

DEMANDS What happened was this: The President had arranged 

a moderate tour for the two speeches in which he ex- 
pected to have something to say. The railroad schedule was secretly 
worked out five days before the departure date. But a smart newsman 
got hold of it and published it far and wide. Then the fun began at 
the White House. 

State leaders and even precinct committeemen along the route started 
telephoning and wiring Mr. Roosevelt, Farley, congressmen and every- 
one they knew in Washington. They fumed and threatened, saying he 
was Sure to lose their localities if he did not stop and at least have his 
picture taken with them. Some convinced him that he would have to 
go far off his planned itinerary. By the time he got through saying yes, 
his railroad schedule looked like a dozen pretzels heaped on a table. 


PRESSURE (or example, Minnesota leaders insisted that he help 
them in their precarious situation by coming up and 
promoting enthusiasm. There seemed to be some sense in that, but, 


as soon as he accepted St. Paul, he opened up about 800 miles more 


of itinerary, and the way stations were immediately heard from. 

Kansas was not on the original route either. But its inclusion can- 
not be blamed on any precinct committeemen, at least not directly. The 
story goes that Chairman Farley has long had a belief that he can carry 
Kansas. The more people laugh at him, the more convinced he be- 
comes. His friends say he has a dollar bet on it, but that is probably 
just Democratic propaganda. At any rate, Mr. Farley is the one who 
convinced Mr. Roosevelt that he should go through Kansas. 

The climax was not reached, however, until the President was leaving 
his desk for his train. In rushed a Michigan roads commission which 
induced him to add a 15-minute stop for Pontiac. 

Note—It was Mr. Hoover who is supposed to have observed, after 
returning to his campaign car from a long and tedious back platform 
appearance at a train stop: ‘“‘The things a man has to do to run for 
the presidency!”’

Squads of Asturian “dinamiteros’— 
dynamite-throwing miners—were de- 
clared to have penetrated the San 
Lazaro district within the provincial 
capital and to have seized the Naranco 
section which dominates the city. 

Flames resulting from the blasts 
of dynamite hurled by the Asturians 
roared through the town. and it was 
believed Oviedo may be doomed to a 
fate similar to that of the fire-gut- 
ted city of Trun. 

Hard around Madrid, retreating 
zovernment troops took up new posi- 
tions in the west, some six to ten 
miles nearer the capital than the posi- 
tions they abandoned vesterday. 

Coincidentiy, the loss of Navalperal 
and San Martin De Valdeiglesias com- 
pelled the hard-pressed Socialists to 
dig in on a new western front, 25 
miles from Madrid. 

Charge Argentine Aid. 

New charges of Fascist aid to the 
insurgents were aired by the Madrid 
newspaper Politica, which asserted 
that Argentine Fascists had heen 
transported to Spain in German ships 
to fight against the Madrid govern- 
ment. 

The German liner General Artigas, 
the newspaper said, had landed both 
food and war materials for the In- 
surgents at Corunna. 

The newspaper quoted Pedro Ferrer, 
a refugee from the Balearics, as say- 
ing that two Italian destroyers, dis- 
covering that the Island of Iviza had 
been deserted. by the 
escorted the Insurgent freighter Ciu- 
dad de Palma into port, accompanied 
by two tri-motored Italian planes.

IN THREE ROUNDS 


Argentine Proves Just

By John Lardner, 
HIPPODROME, NEW YORK, Oct. 
9.—To the surprise of everybody, 
probably including himself, Big Jorge 
Brescia, of the Argentine, made

The punch with the right 
was sufficient. Brescia crumpled to 
his knees .-d fell flat on his face 
where he remained until Philadelphia 
Jack O’Brien and Louis “They Cannot 
Hurt Us” Soresi picked him up and 
dragged him away.
